All-Purpose Stadium 


Two weeks ago a radio broad- 
cast, heard by some Wilmington 
residents, said that a multi-mil- 
lon dollar stadium was being pro- 
posed, for North Wilmington, ad- 
jacent to Route 93, 

Monte F Green, president of the 
North of New Boston Realty Corp- 
oration, which has purchased, a- 
mong other items of real estate, 
a portion of the former Bob Evans 
farm, is the man who is planning 
the im, 

Mr Green has estimated the cost 
of the! stadium at $25 or $30 mil- 
lon and’ says that it would be lo- 
cated just north of Route 125, off 
Route 93, 

Mr Green has spoken with of- 
ficials of the Woburn Chamber of 
Commerce about the project. 

The program, he toldthe Woburn 
officials, depends on the Red Sox, 
and their need for the use of a 
stadium, 

‘If they are willing to serve as 
prime tenants, then we will con- 
Struct the stadium,’ he said. 

‘With the improved highway sys- 
tem and rail transportation to the 
proposed facility site a projected 
two million persons could reach 
the area within thirty minutes 
traveling time, ‘This location 
would open a whole new area of 
potential supporters from Spring-

This, together with the possibili- 
ty of the Olympic Games in 1976 
in the new England region would 
seem to favor the construction of 
& stadium about 16 miles north of 
Boston, The set-up, he said, is 
similar to that in other states 
where professional football-base- 
ball stadium facilities have been 
constructed, 

‘The current trend is to keep 
the sports stadium away from the 
congestion of the downtown me- 
tropolitan area, but yet easily 
accessible by available transpor- 
tation routes,’ Mr Green said. 
‘The Wilmington site would main- 
tain this trend, now in evidence 
in the Minneapolis area, St, Louis,

Repre- 
sentative Fred Cain, who has been 
the moving force behind getting 
the county and state toappropriate 
funds for the bridge, assured the 
town that it was perfectly legal

Re Zoning 

At 9:45 pm, the meeting arrived 
at the final article on the agenda, 
the proposed rezoning of an area 
on Concord Street and Route 93, 
on the North Reading side of Route 
93, from residential to industrial, 
to accomodate an industrial park 
Planned by Leo Barbo and A J 
Tambone. 

The Selectmen and the Finance 
Committee voiced their approval 
of the article, and Cutter recog- 
nized Atty, Joe Courtney to. speak 
on the motion, Leo Barbo sat on 
the sidelines, Listening intently 
as Courtney began to present his 
case to the town. It was at this 
juncture that Cutter refused to 
hear the proffered report of the 
Planning Board, 

Courtney put up a large map of 
the area as it would look after 
rezoning, and proceeded to de- 
scribe the proposed changes, The 
Plan had been changed, he said, 
to increase the 100 foot buffer 
zone between the industrial area 
and the adjacent Park Street res- 
idential area to 150 feet, ‘The 
industrial park developers have 
formally agreed with the abuttors 
he reported, to give up all rights 
to the Gowing Road access ex- 
tension, which runs through the 
buffer zone, So no one need fear 
that traffic froin the industrial 
Park would have access to Gowing 
Road, The industrial area would 
be self-containing, would not gen- 
erate heavy traffic in Wilmington, 
and would add tremendously to the 
assessable tax valuation of the 
community, 

When Courtney had completed 
his presentation, Cutter asked if 
there was anything from the Plan-

amend, saying that Snow had since 
looked at the rezoning plan pro- 
posed by the article and had found 
it favorable, 

Atty. Dalvd Elfman spoke op- 
posing the motion to amend, say- 

that to amend would be to 
eliminate use of the area for the 
proposed industrial park, Elfman 
said the town needs the additional 
$25 to $30 million dollar increase 
in assessed valuation, and urged 
that the voters defeat the amend- 
ment. 

Kevin McKelvey spoke urging 
the defeat of the amendment. His 
argument was that Route 93 Is 
the chief asset of the town, and 
it would be a grave mistake not 
to take advantage of it. 

Courtney took the floor indicat- 
ing the effect of the amendment 
on the map, Fifty to sixty-five 
per cent of the area proposed by 
the original article would be 
knocked out. Courtney sald that 
Snow’s original reason for not 
approving the entire area was 
that part of it was swampy. Since 
that time, however, further studies 
have shown that the area is not as 
swampy as originally indicated, 
Courtney said that the developer 
would take care of the problem 
of the existing swampiness, In 
final comment, Courtney said that 
to vote for the amendment would 
be ‘the quickest way of getting 
rid of $20 million that Fve ever 
seen’. 

Danny Gillis, of the Planning 
Board, told of how he had under- 
taken to personnaly walk the en- 
tire area, and said that he thought 
it good for a developer, The 
fact that the developer had ex- 
tended the buffer zone to 150 feet, 
Gillis commented, showed his good 
faith, 

The question was moved, and 
the amendment lost on a voice 
vote, 

A motion to ¢lose argument 
followed, and was carried 319 to 
40, 

The final vote on the article 
took place at 10:26 pm and car- 
ried easily with a vote of 321 to 
38,
